The Canada Day long 
weekend began in tragedy 
last week after a three ve¬ 
hicle accident on Highway 
22 claimed the life of one 
woman. 

Didsbury RCMP were 
called to the accident at the 
intersection ofHighway 22 
and the Burnt Timber Road 
north of Cremona Friday 
atabout2pm Reports said 
a car, heading northbound 
on the highway, slowed to 
turn west onto the Burnt 
Timber Road when it was 
struck from behind by an¬ 
other vehicle 

The force of the acci¬ 
dent pushed the car into 
oncoming traffic in the 
southbound lane where it 
was struck head on by a 
gravel truck 

The woman driver of 
the car was ki 11 ed i nstantly 
RCMP are withholdingthe 
identity of the woman un¬ 
til notification of next of 
kin 

Investigation of the ac¬ 
cident is continuing

Olds College to 
rebuild forage centre

The Olds College Board of Governors has voted to rebuild 
its forage centre which was destroyed by fire last month 
In a press release, the College announced it would inves¬ 
tigate the alternatives for rebuilding the centre, which had 
been run in conjunction with Transfeeder Inc The business 
operation was also used to teach research, development and 
production to students at the college 

The forage centre was destroyed by a fire on Friday, June 
20, which is suspected to have begun in the drying fields east 
of the business’s processing buildings All three buildings on 
the site and 100,000 bales of hay were destroyed in the fire 
Damage was estimated at $2 million 

Transfeeder managed to shift their operations to their 
newly opened Cremona plant

Mental health committee members sought

If you are concerned about men¬ 
tal health services in your commu¬ 
nity, here's your chance to be in¬ 
volved in planning and designing a 
new system You can volunteer to 
be a member of one of the Provin¬ 
cial Mental Health Board's regional 
mental health advisory committees 

Betty Jeffers, the board's direc¬ 
tor of Planning, said, "The board is 
looking for mental health consum¬ 
ers and their families, also health 
care professionals and community 
members interested in mental health 
reform " 

"This is a unique opportunity to 
influence how the mental health 
system will change," she said In 
addition, the board hopes that the 
advisory committees will remain 
after mental health services have 
been divested to the regional health 
authorities to provide ongoing ad¬ 
vice to mental health program deci¬ 
sions Divestment will take place by 
March 1997. 

There will be one committee for 
each regional health authority across 
the province, according to Jeffers 

Lach committee's role is to be a 
resource to the Provincial Mental 
Health Board In other words, it will 
provide local input into decisions 
about how mental health services 
will be delivered and organized in 
its region Members will lie involved 
in activities designed to seek com¬ 


munity ideas and concerns, and help 
identify mental health needs in the 
community. 

A major task of the committee 
will be to assist in the development 
of a regional service plan for mental 
health services. 

The regional mental health advi¬ 
sory committee will report to the 
Provincial Mental Health Board and 
its respective regional health au¬ 
thority board 

To be considered for committee 
membership, each applicant must 
have a good understanding of men¬ 
tal health and related services in the 
region and be able to represent a 
broad community perspective Good 
communication skills and the abil¬ 
ity to work as a team member is also 
important. The board anticipates the 
committees' membership will re¬ 
flect the demographics of each re¬ 
gion 

Jeffers said, "We hope the re¬ 
gional mental health advisory com¬ 
mittees can begin to meet by this 
fall, if not before." Orientation and 
training will be provided to com¬ 



mittee members.

While small Alberta towns should be commended for coming up 
with inventive ways to attract traffic to their towns. Torrington 
should be hanging its head in shame for its recent efforts at 
recognition 

This small town east of Olds grabbed media headlines recently 
by declaring itself the gopher capitol of Canada and opening a 
gopher museum 

The idea is a cute one Prairie towns constantly fight the 
onslaught of the pesky gopher which has overridden our fields and 
pastures thanks to our short-sighted destruction of their natural 
predators It is smart to turn a liability into an asset 

But the idea is cute only until you get inside their lovely museum 
Inside, hundreds of stuffed gopher corpses line the displays, each 
decked out in costumes in a morbid attempt to portray the history' 
of this town 

And the worse part is, the locals think it is a fabulous idea to 
exploit their rodent neighbors in such a manner Talk about being 
left in the dark ages 

How much positive publicity docs this town think it w ill receive 9 
While the Richardson ground squirrel is not an endangered species, 
there is grow ing concern for the ability of humans to live in accord 
with the animals and the rest of nature While it is sometimes 
necessary to kill gophers when they get carried away with their 
“community building” in certain areas, exploiting their death in 
such a way is simply a violation of the sanctity of life 

Killing and feeding is part of the cycle of life. Animals have to kill 
one another for survival Nowhere have I ever heard killing animals 
and stuffing them for recreation is necessary for survival For a 
better example of how to deal with the problem, we only need to look 
as far as Madden Farmers and ranchers from this area arc also 
forced to liberate their fields from the gophers But instead of 
poisoning them, w hich forces the poison up the food chain, or simply 
tossing their bodies into the trash, they take them to the Rockyview 
Wildlife Recovery Centre That way, the gopher's death helps 
sustain the life of another animal As it is in nature 

The ground swell of recognition that our attempt to overpower 
nature will only result in a huge backlash is growing People 
everywhere recognize that working w ith nature instead of raping 
and pillaging it means our resources w ill last longer But somehow' 
that ground swell has left Torrington behind 
Quote of the week 

“We arc on the leading edge of the sweeping changes occurring 
on the educational scene The challenge and excitement of imple¬ 
menting new w ays of providing the best of educational opportuni¬ 
ties for the children of Chinook's Edge provides a focus for the 
formation of our new jurisdiction ”

One Bill we got passed through 
the House prior to the break is 
special The DNA testing legisla¬ 
tion will give peace officers a 
new tool in finding the guilt or 
innocence of accused violent of¬ 
fenders Michael Manning asked 
my help in getting a DNA testing 
bill passed into law, so his daugh¬ 
ter’s accused murderer could not 
escape justice All Reformers 
have worked tirelessly to force 
the Justice Minister to act 

When we backed the Honour¬ 


able Allan Rock into a comer 
during Question Period on June 
20, he finally agreed to bring 
DNA testing legislation forward 
That was a very proud moment 
for all Reformers 

To further justice, I have ta¬ 
bled two Private Member Bills 
The first would prevent bail to all 
those accused of stalking, sexual 
assault with weapon and aggra¬ 
vated sexual assault, if the victim 
and/or another person fully iden¬ 
tifies the assailant It is hoped 
that this bill will make certain 
victims feel safer, while the as¬ 
sailant is awaiting trial 

My second bill will allow any 
peace officer to arrest and detain 
any one violating probation By 
this fall, there will be another bill 
ready for tabling that will allow 
any police officer to detain, w lth- 
out warrant, any one found vio¬ 
lating parole conditions For ex¬ 
ample, this bill will allow police 
to hold and detain for a parole 
board hearing, anyone frequent¬ 
ing a school yard, when a condi¬ 
tion of parole mandates they must 
not be alone near where children

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A warning 

Dear Editor: 

Unfortunately, in my letter of 
last week, part of the explanation of 
this country's monetary policy was 
omitted Since monetary policy 
plays so large a role in our deplor¬ 
able public debt crisis, the current 
system would not be tolerated if 
more people better understand it 
Not only is it unworkable and im¬ 
moral, it is also unlawful, being 
contrary to Section 91 of the BN A 
Act, which is still a valid part of our 
Constitution I also mentioned that 
Paul Hellyer, a former federal cabi¬ 
net minister, had exposed and ex¬ 
plained the system in a recent open 
line program 1 le has also written a 
book about it. 

However, when one surveys the 
larger scene, the desperate state of 
the whole world, it becomes obvi¬ 
ous that money policy is just part of 
a huge, complicated and unwork¬ 
able system which is crumbling be¬ 
cause it runs contrary to the laws of 
God And all our daily struggles, 
frustrations and complexities are 
blinding or distracting us away from 
the really important things which 
have to do with our eternal destiny 
- our understanding and apprecia¬ 
tion of the love and justice of God. 


We are now seeing alarming 
environmental problems such as 
thinning of the ozone layer, earth¬ 
quakes, fires, floods, hurricanes, etc 
all increasing in frequency and se¬ 
verity And there appears to be no 
solutions to the agonizing and rap¬ 
idly escalating social problems - 
endless wars, crime, corruption, 
perversion, famines, diseases - the 
daily news is positively sickening - 
worse and more of it, whatever it is 
Many people recognize these as 
the prophesied signs of the end time 
But many scoff at the idea and it is 
prophesied that there would be scoff¬ 
ers, saying it was ever thus, history 
repeating itself (see 2 Peter 3:3-6). 
Our Lord Jesus also said that in the 
last days just prior to His return 
people would be carrying on as 
usual, ignoring warnings and warn¬ 
ing signs, "As it was in the days of 
Noah."

The second angel tells of the fall 
of Babylon, which is symbolic of 
false beliefs and distortions of truth 
In Rev. 18:4 a voice from Heaven 
calls, "Come out of her my people 
that ye be not partakers of her sins 
and that ye receive not of her 
plagues ." The third angel of Rev. 
14, using the strongest language 
possible, warns against worship of 
the beast and his image and receiv¬ 
ing his mark (See also Rev. 13). 
God made us free to choose but 
there are powers now taking shape 
which will try to force people to 


worship according to man-made 
decrees Those who ignore God's 
warnings and comply with these 
commands will receive the mark - a 
fatal mistake. In reading Rev 14:9- 
11 we must remember the fate of the 
ancient cities of Sodom and 
Gomorrah which suffered the pun¬ 
ishment of eternal fire (Jude 7). The 
fires went out but the results are 
permanent When God must finally 
destroy sin and unrepentant sinners, 
that destruction is called "His strange 
act" (Isa 28:21) because it is so 
foreign to the nature of our God of 
love. But no one need be destroyed 
He is not willing that any should 
perish, "For God so loved the world 
that He gave His only son" (John 
3:16). However, God will not force 
us; we must choose. But He warns 
us, "There is a way that seems right 
to a man but the ends thereof are the 
ways of death." (Proverbs 14:12). 

Sin cannot be allowed to con¬ 
tinue forever to spoil everything for 
everybody. When all intelligent 
beings have seen the end results of 
sin, the transgression of God's laws 
(which are for our good), then God 
will be vindicated when He finally 
puts an end to it And we are assured 
that iniquity will not occur again 


(Nahum I 9). God will wipe the 
tears from our eyes (Rev. 214) and 
we are told that "Eye has not seen 
nor ear heard, neither has entered 
into the heart of man, the things that 
the Lord has prepared for them that 
love Him.” (1 Corinthians 2:9) 
Probably the most significant and 
encouraging sign of the end time is 
the fact that the gospel is now going 
out to all the world as never before, 
as our Lord said it would. (Matt 
24:14) 

This brief outline will hopefully 
awaken interest in those who have 
not recognized the urgency of the 
signs of our time or the brevity and 
uncertainty of our lives. There is 
much more to learn We all need to 
study the Bible and related history 
and current events. And we need to 
pray that when our Lord returns on 
His promised rescue mission, we 
may be among those who keep the 
(unchanged) commandments of God 
and the faith of Jesus. (Rev. 14 :12).

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Paying for the lamp

You know the familiar domestic 
scene: a broken lamp on the floor 
and the kids standing around point¬ 
ing at each other 

That's how it looked at the Nisku 
Inn last Thursday when federal fi¬ 
nance minister Paul Martin flew in 


to meet with his counterparts from 
the four western provinces They 
met for three hours, then came out 
one by one to tell reporters their 
side of the story. 

Martin came out first. He's look¬ 
ing for ways to cut the federal defi¬ 
cit and now it's tougher because the 
latest figures point to a recession 
That means less revenue and, if 
Martin w ants to stay on track and 
he insists that he will, he'll have to 
cut deeper 

Some of those cuts will come 
from federal transfer payments to 
the provinces, money that helps to 
pay for health, education and a 
variety of other social programs 

It's an easy target for Ottawa, or 
at least easier than cutting federal 
programs directly and Paul Martin 
came out of the meeting insisting 
that it was a relatively painless re¬ 
duction for the provinces, amount¬ 
ing to less than three percent of 
provincial revenues "We told them 


(the provinces) that we're doing it 
fairly and we're hitting ourselves 
more than they and we continue to 
give them fair warning" 

How did that go over? "What 
we're saying to the people of Sas¬ 
katchewan," said Saskatchewan fi¬ 
nance minister Janice MacKinnon, 
"is the federal government has made 
massive cuts in your health pro¬ 
grams, your social programs and 
your education." 

Then Alberta Treasurer Jim Din¬ 
ning stepped before the cameras. 
"The federal spin doctors deserve 
bonus pay because they've done such 
a good job The fact is that transfers 
from Ottawa for health, post-sec¬ 
ondary education and welfare have 
been reduced m Alberta by 25 per¬ 
cent over the next three years" 
Dinning says Martin should cut 
more of his own budget first and 
suggested that the CBC would be a 
good candidate. "When you're look¬ 
ing for further expenditure cuts," he

told reporters, "look at the rest of 
the federal government, where there 
is still gobs of dough to be found " 

The federal minister knows he’ll 
be singled out as the baddy in more 
than a few provincial budget 
speeches next spring and to the ex¬ 
tent that those cuts will further loosen 
Ottawa's grip on national standards 
in areas like health care, he deserv es 
it. But for provincial ministers look¬ 
ing for a chance to cut social pro¬ 
grams, Martin will provide a perfect 
cover And that's not lost on Martin 

The cuts are really quite small, 
he says, and can't be used as an 
excuse for cutbacks, "and if you 
take a look at what's been happen¬ 
ing, there have been cutbacks in a 
number of areas by provinces and 
these reductions haven't even begun 
to occur yet." 

Indeed, the day did produce the 
image of Alberta's Jim Dinning com¬ 
plaining about the unfairness of cuts 
made to fight the deficit 


Ironically, the day before, On¬ 
tario's new Conservative premier, 
Mike Hams, told Martin to push 
ahead with the cuts and promised 
that Ontario would cope, despite it's 
huge deficit. 

That can't help but throw Dm- 
mng's reaction into sharper focus 
and some Albertans may go so far as 
to remind the treasurer of where 
Paul Martin might have gotten the 
idea of downloading responsibili¬ 
ties onto lower governments to make 
your own books look better. 

It's become a popular political 
game at both levels of government 
and the ministers in question may 
need an occasional reminder that 
the money all comes from the same 
source, no matter how much finger- 
pointing they do with each other 

It's hard to say which of them 
should be grounded for this, but this 
much we know: You’re going to pay 
for that lamp.

Going Forth as number one in the nation

Lisa Forth’s outstanding accom¬ 
plishment of achieving the highest 
mark in Canada on the Pharmacy 
Board of Canada (P.E.B.C.) exam 
is a triumph with roots in hard work, 
natural ability and a ofthand remark 
by her pharmacist father 

“She’d always leaned toward 
creative things like writing,” father 
Richard Forth said “She was very 
talented, writing stories and essavs 
and little novellas. 1 recall one time, 
long before she graduated from high 
school, she mentioned she wanted 
to be a writer I just sort of, in casual 
conversation said, ‘Well, that'sfinc, 
be a writer if you want to, but how 
are you going to support this habit 
until ‘the great American novel’ 
gets done?’ ’ ’ 

A discussion on the advantages 
of pursuing a career in pharmacy 
followed. 

“It just sort of got left at that,” 
Richard said ‘ ‘ It was probably three 
or four years later, just out of the 
blue one day she said she was going 
to apply to enrol in pharmacy and 
then it just went from there.” 

Lisa attributes the decision to 
follow in her father’s foot steps to 
simple practicality’ 

“In grade 12, I decided to take 
the prerequisites to get into the phar¬ 
macy program because my other 
interest was English If I went into 
an arts program I knew I probably 
wouldn’t be able to find a job in my 
field when I graduated ’ ’ 

The ‘great American novel’ is 
still very much within her grasp, but 
in the meantime Lisa will be taking 
over as pharmacy manager at 
Forhan's Pharmacy in Eckville 
Former Didsbury instructors 
heaped praise on the “quiet but well 
rounded” student 

‘ ‘ She was excellent at literature, ’ ’ 
former junior high instructor Brian 
Banficld noted, “And a pretty gixxi 
writer ’ ’ 

“I would describe her as gifted 


and brilliant,’ ’ math and science in¬ 
structor Hobc Horton added 
“Sometimes I think it bothered her 
that everything came so easily to 
her, she didn’t like to be singled 
out.” 

University of Alberta Pharmacy 
Facuity professors are equally proud 
of the fact that for the fifth time in 
seven years, U of A students, led by 
Lisa’s number one score, topped 
campuses nation-wide in overall 
scores 

The three day exam, held June 6, 
7 and 8, grants national practice 
status for those attaining passing 
grades The exam recently became 
mandatory and is notoriously diffi¬ 
cult 

“I knew there would be some 
therapeutics and some chemistry, 
but I really didn’t know what to 
expect,” Lisa said “I’ve been tell¬ 
ing everybody that I’m the best 
guesser in Canada ” 

The first family member to learn 
of Lisa’s accomplishment was her 
mother Marcia, who broke away 
from a Big Country Summer Games 
project to answer the telephone The 
caller was a reporter from the Ed¬ 
monton Journal seeking Lisa’s re¬ 
action to her crowing achievement. 

‘ ‘ 1 think I was so excited because 
I knew before Lisa,” Marcia said 
The Dean of Pharmacy phoned her 
at work They’re very proud of her 
up there, let me tell you. It certainly 
gives great points to their school¬ 
ing.” 

While Lisa was always a top 
student who “has probably read 
every book in the Didsbury library”, 
she was not a grin In fact, she was 
something of a “party animal” in 
her teens, according to her mother 

One of her ‘on-site’ rotations in 
a working pharmacy brought her 
back to Didsbury in January of 1995 
Working in the store her father had 
owned from 1984 to 1993, prior to 
its purchase by Claude and Margaret 
Baril was definitely a positive expe¬ 
rience, for both Lisa and Margaret 

‘ ‘ She ’ s wonderful to work with, ” 


fellow U of A graduate Margaret 
Baril said “I told her when she 
worked here, ‘I think I learned more 
from you than you did from me’ and 
I was her preceptor! ’ ’ 

Baril said Forth's professional 
manner was augmented by a natural 
ease in working with the public 


“The best thing about Lisa is, 
she’s got the knowledge, but she’s 
also very good with customers ” 
Given the opportunity for the 
last word, Baril was asked to use it 
to sum Lisa up in one word 

Baril responded, “That’s a tough 
one I guess the word I would come 


up with is ‘comprehensive’ or ‘well- 
rounded’ A lot of times when you 
get someone who does well on the 
intellectual portion, they don’t al¬ 
ways have the people skills to go 
with it, but Lisa has just excellent 
people skills as well She’s just an 
all-around top notch person.”

and a high tech simulator flight, 
graduates will cam three credits to¬ 
ward their high school diploma For 
those wishing to carry on over three 
summers, a first year geography 
credit recognized by the University 
of Alberta can also be earned 
In an effort to include all stu¬ 
dents the fee of $995 can be worked

“I put in a lot of extra unpaid 
hours myself,” Cooper said, “And

Motel to be part of community

Friendliness, hospitality and a 
sense of community are all part of 
the operations of a new motel which 
opened its doors in Didsbury on 
June 16. 

The new Super 8 Motel has strict 
rules involved in the franchise and 
the three tenants mentioned above 
are the basis for those rules accord¬ 
ing to the motels managers, Burton 
and Enid Speers 

“What we arc running here is 
what they call a moderately priced 
motel on relatively high standards,” 
Burton said. “Those are the rules of 
the franchise, they have high ex¬ 
pectations. ’ ’ 

The decision to open a new mo¬ 
tel in Didsbury was made by a group 
of local mvestors who perceived a 
need for the business. After viabil¬ 
ity studies and comparisons to other 
small towns, the group chose to join 
up with Super 8 

“Having this franchise allows us 
access to a North American mar¬ 
ket,” said investor Harry Penner. 

‘ ‘ We also have access to the Super 8 
Super line which means we can get 
bookings from anywhere. So far we 
have had people from North Caro¬ 
lina, Maine and Vermont book 
rooms here We purposely went 
with an international flag for that 
reason.” 

Penner said the motel expects to 
be able to keep its rooms at least 
half occupied during its operations. 

“Didsbury is way under in motel 
space as compared to other small 
towns,” Penner said “The average 
occupancy rate in those small towns 
is 68 percent.” 

And so far, the numbers have 


looked good. Their first weekend 
open, the weekend of the Big Coun¬ 
try Summer Games, for which they 
bumped up their opening date, they 
had 16 guests Since then, they have 
received several corporate booking 
and many others for visitors inter¬ 
ested in takirtg in the Calgary Stam¬ 


pede 

In the meantime, the Speers, who 
moved to Didsbury after spending 
15 years running a convenience 
store in Ontario, are busy putting 
the final touches together at the 
motel and making their mark on the 
community.

tentatively scheduled for July 26. 

“One of the things we have 
planned is a tour, but the truth is that 
anyone who comes to our door and 
asks to take a look around gets a 
tour,” Burton said “We really like 
the idea of making people feel like 
we are theirs.”

Canada Thistle On The Rise 

Canada thistle, over the past few years, has continued to 
gain ground, robbing farmers of yield and in turn, decreasing 
their dollar return per acre 

This is a major concern shared by all in the agriculture 
industry and no one is immune Cattlemen see this nasty weed 
invading and taking over their pastures, leaving less forage for 
cattle to graze Likewise, grain growers are noticing an in¬ 
crease in the size of patches in their fields, with the Canada 
thistle out-competing the crop and using nutrients and sunlight 
Why is Canada thistle on the increase’ The cool, wet 
conditions in many parts of the prairies are partly to blame as 


well as the difficult environmental conditions we find during 
the spraying season High winds and frequent rains often 
result in crops getting beyond the safe time to spray and, 
therefore, the thistle patch doesn't get treated and continues to 
expand. Unfortunately under these conditions the extensive 
root system of the plant thrives This coupled with the trend to 
less cultivation in the field, all have lead to an explosion of this 
weed's population. Seed germination, a less significant factor 
in Canada thistle's spread, also increases under these growing 
conditions 

What can be done to control Canada thistle? t he first thing 
fanners must realize about trying to control Canada thistle is 
that it is not a one-shot deal To achieve total control, a number 
of cultural and chemical methods need to be employed, a 
number of times, possibly over a number of years 

Secondly, understanding when the plant is most suscepti¬ 
ble will go a long way to achieving your goal of control. The 
weakest point in the life cycle of the Canada thistle plant, 


occurs just before flow ering or in the flow er bud stage During 
this period, the plant food reserves are at their lowest and the 
plant is attempting to send as much food down to the root 
system as possible. Thus, spraying at this time will get 
maximum absorption of the herbicide down into the root 
system. 

In established pastures, there are a number of herbicides 
that suppress Canada thistle The herbicide one uses depends 
on whether there are legumes in the stand or not For pastures 
that are straight grass, Amitrol T, Banvel alone or with 2,4-D, 
as well as chemicals in the MCPA family w ill give top growth 
control and slow the growth of patches It the pasture has 
legumes, such as clover or altalta, the list of herbicides are 
smaller-Amitrol I and the Embutox type chemistries contain¬ 
ing 2,4-DB (not 2,4-D) 

In field crops, there are a whole host of herbicides that 
suppress Canada thistle but there are few that give really good

It's not like last year's Canadian 
All-Around Champion, Rod War¬ 
ren, was having a bad year, but it 
just wasn't the kind of start he was 
used to. He was sitting in third in the 
Canadian saddle bronc standings, 
but the gap between the leader, Guy 
Shapka, and himself was widening 
- and, even worse, he wasn't crack¬ 
ing the top 30 in the PRC A standings 

But that's all just a memory now, 
after two fourth place finishes at 
Lea Park, AB and Brandon, MB 
and then a quadruple weekend in 
the money, with a win in the saddle 
bronc on Big Country Rodeo's 
Crickett and a third in the steer 
wrestling at High River, AB, a third 
in the bronc riding on Verne 
Franklin's Coconut at Sundre, AB 
and a share of third at Wamwright, 
AB on Wayne Void's Prairie Sad¬ 
dlery All that was worth $4,689, 
more than doubling his season's 
earnings in Canada and, more im¬ 
portantly, getting him back in the 
race for the NFR, his main goal for 
the year. 

"All the winter rodeos, I couldn't 
seem to get nothing going right,” 
the Valleyview, AB cowboy said 
"It kind of gets on your mind after a 
few months of not winning, but hope¬ 
fully, it's turned around now. If I can 
keep placing, maybe I can get back 
in the NFR hunt sooner or later " 

Other winners in the saddle bronc 
over the June 24th weekend were 
Skeeter Thurston of Nanton, AB at 
Wainwright on Void's Classic 
Simon for $1,322, and Wildwood, 
AB's Roy Hay with an 83 on Rex 
Logan's Maggie for $1,236 at Sun¬ 
dre Thurston also picked up an¬ 
other $429 for a third place finish at 
High River. 

Another big winner over the 
weekend was Mervin Hofer of 
Spnng Coulee, AB who roped his 
way to a win at Wainwnght and two 
second place finishes at High River 
and Sundre After competing at only 
three rodeos before May, the 34- 
year-old cowboy has taken off re¬ 
cently and is now sitting in the top 
ten in the Canadian standings. Over 
his triple money weekend, Hofer 
won $1,674 at Wainwnght after a 


8 4 second run, then came second 
with a 8.4 for $1,534 at Sundre and 
second again at 1 ligh River with 9.4 
for another $988 So far this season, 
Hofer has collected 11 cheques for 
two firsts, five seconds, three thirds 
and a sixth "It doesn't get much 
better than that for me," he said 
"We've got three kids now and that 
slows you down You don't have 
that urge to go. I only went to about 
25 rodeos a year the last three sum¬ 
mers But it's pretty easy to go now 
when you're winning." 

In the ladies barrel racing, 
Nanton's Leslie Schlosser was the 
winner at Wainwright for $1,036 
and also came third at High River 
for $472 Edson, AB's Jackie 
Scherger took over the rookie lead 
in her event, after a shared win at 
Sundre for $849 and a fourth place 
finish at Wainwright for another 
$561 Sandi Emond of Malta, MT 
continued her dominance in Canada 
this season with another win at High 
River and fifth place at Sundre 

Colin Orr of Maple Creek, SK 
and Don Blishen of Cochrane, AB 
were the standouts in bareback, with 
the duo sharing the win at High 
River and Blishen picking up sec¬ 
ond at Wainwnght, with Orr right 
behind in third. Orr rode Big Coun¬ 
try’s Sneaky Snake and Blishen, Jim 
Dandy, to each score 76 points and 


earn $720 at High River Kenton 
Randle of Fort Vermilion, AB won 
the event at Wainwright with an 80- 
point ride for $ 1,151 on Void's Skoal 
Weekend Warrior, while Strath¬ 
more, AB's Jason DelGuercio shared 
a victory on Franklin's Western Style 
with Millet, AB's Shawn Vant, rid¬ 
ing Ultimately Fine, at Sundre 

In the bull nding, it was a better 
event for the stock contractor than 
the bull riders at High River, as all 
but seven of 51 competitors got 
bucked off In the end, Chad 
Wakefield of Sundre, AB took the 
win with an 85 point ride on Big 
Country's Skoal Bandit Sandman 
Wes Cyr of Nanton, AB took the 
win at Wainwnght with an 84-point 
ride on Void's Razamataz, while 
North Battleford, SK's Mickey Ire¬ 
land came up victonous at Sundre 
with a high-sconng 87 points on 
Franklin's Over the Top. 

The money was spread out over 
the three western provinces in the 
steer wrestling at the three rodeos, 
with Paynton, Sk's Todd Boggust 
winning at Wainwright with a 4.2 
for a hefty payday of $ 1,809, John 
Gibson of Hardisty, AB taking home 
the bacon at Sundre after a 3.7 sec¬ 
ond run for $ 1,649 and Lee Graves 
of Williams Lake, BC, clocking a 
5.1 for $1,407 at High River
